With  hurried confergnces wnd protest
meetinga In many parts of the country soft
coal operators—some threatening to shut
down their mines, others offering 1o sur-
render their plants to the Governmeni—
were "up in the air” today following ?hn
President's fixing of wholesale price on coal,

Reports from a. sectlons of the United
States indicated the general tendency wis
to awiit the Government's next aotion. He-
tallers awanited announcement of the Presi-
dent's retail soft coal price. Meanwhile
their sale prices were unchanged, except in
(*hicago, where retall soft doal dropped $1
to $1.60 & ton.

The mandatory average wholesale price
of $2 a ton for goft coal at the mines was
declared by some operators to be conflsea-
tory. Alabamn Interests apsserted that they
would lst the Government operate thelr
mines rather than market coal at the flxed
fgure. Birmingham retailers predicted the
$2 rate would force them out of business
Southern operators started a movement to
ask the President to reconsider,

Tlinols dealers declared Wilson's action
threw the contract situation into chaos
Soma contracts called for higher, some for
lower prices than those fixed. Operators
threaten to abrogate exlsting agreements.

The Denver Coal Merchants' Association
decided not to cut prices until oMcially
adviged the President intended to apply his
schedule In Colorado.
